Those Four Fabulous Herofnes: 


No, no, not meand Elizabeth and Tavi and Leslee —|'m talking about the four superheroines depicted in the newest activity 
page. You know, the one right over there? To your left? | thought it'd be cool to have a little more info for you... Sun 
Girl was introduced in 1948 in her very own book, Sun Girl. The “Mysterious Beauty” had a special “sunbeam ray”, but 
usually she simply used her great fighting skills and plain out beat crooks into submission. Her book only lasted 3 issues, 
and then she appeared as the original Human Torch’s sidekick before disappearing into oblivion. She remained 
“mysterious” throughout her career, never revealing a civilian identity! Miss America was among Otto Binder’s many 
cool heroines (most notable among his creations are Supergirl and Mary Marvel). She, unlike the other three girls here, 
actually had superpowers (flying, x-ray vision, etc), derived froma lightning blast (?). Debuting in 1943, she was the female 
counterpart to Captain America, although they never met until after the war. (Well, he was “over there” and all that.) 
Miss A was one of the longest running heroines of her era, lasting until | 948. Liberty Belle was another wartime heroine, 
who debuted in | 942, fighting spies and saboteurs — ina twist an the usual, she had a helpful civilian boyfriend. I've actually 
never seen a Liberty Belle story, so | can’t tell you much, except | know she wears a little pin of the Liberty Bell which 
vibrates when the real Liberty Bell is struck (22), summoning her to fight for America. The New Wonder Woman may 
not be so new anymore, but she is the coolest Wonder Woman ever. I've always liked Wonder Woman (although | 
preferred Supergirl growing up), but as I've started going back and reading various issues and reprints from throughout 
her history I've started to realize that WW has just never been a really good book. The character's too powerful, and 
she’s a total dilettante — Superman may be powerful, but he’s an orphan with a need to fit in; Wonder Woman can go 
home any time she wants. She's kind of like a slumming rich girl, when you think about it. The “New” Wonder Woman 
was created in |968 to save the book from cancellation — and it’s a whole new ballgame. They get rid of Steve (thank 
you!), Paradise Island, and force Diana to make a real choice — go off with her sisters, or stay in “man’s world” and lose 
her powers. She finally makes a real commitment to her role as a hero, and becomes much more believable, even — or 
maybe especially — without powers. Without supernatural powers, fighting for justice is truly a heroic effort, and Diana 
proves herselfably. The cool spy-style-inspired clothes don't hurt either!! The “New” WW lasted for four-and-a-half years, 
and was worked on by amazing people like Denny O’Neil, Samuel Delaney, Jeff Jones and Mike Sekowsky. Unfortunately, 
like all good things it had to end (I don’t know this for sure, but my guess is that when the option was sold to TV they 
needed to get her back into costume quick), and she’s never been the same since.

addition to Dark Horse’s incredibly strong line of translated manga, and one I've been 
waiting to see for ages! What's Michael? is a series of strips about a cat, Michael — 
but the strips are not connected, and don’t even share a continuity. Sometimes 
he’s just a cat, sometimes he’s a cat with human thoughts and reactions, 
and sometimes he lives in a world of animals who wear clothes and act 
like people. Sort of. It’s incredibly difficult to describe, and perhaps if 
you don't like cats you won't find this amusing, but everyone | know 
thinks Michael is hysterical. Just pick up a copy — the first two strips 
will give the idea of the scope and content of this series: the first one 
puts a new twist on cats’ habit of pretending they 
know what they're doing when they screw up; while 
the second one is a hysterical look at what a police 
interrogation might look like if everyone 
involved was a cat. It really does defy description, but if you have even a passing 
fondness orappreciation for cats, this is a definite must-have! And for another look 
at cats and their human traits, check out Reality Check! (Sirius) by Rosearik Rikki 
and (this issue's cover and spot illo artist) Tavisha Wolfgarth. (The book's full name is 
actually Super Information Hijinks: Reality Check!, which ought to clue you ina little here...) 
I've been putting off reviewing it so | could talk about it in this issue with all Tavi's work, 
and there's seven issues now! So bear with me...to quickly recap the series, it’s the future 
(2012 AD to be exact), and our main character Collin (an L.A. high school student who's 
smart, nice, but somewhat shy and cursed witha really cruddy homelife) has gotten his first 
“True Virtual Reality” helmet, with which he can log on the internet of the future (the 
“Virtual Internet System’), a real-time, fully-3D-rendered virtual reality in which you 
can travel, hang out with friends, go to real and fictional places and more. 
Unfortunately, his cat Catreece decides to try it for herself (playing with the 
remote just isn’t enough anymore) and through some glitch appears in the VIS 
as a humanoid cat-girl who retains her cat personality but gains relatively normal human 
characteristics as well. Obviously, she isn't going to leave this new fun alone! So her (and 
Collin’s) adventures begin!! The book itself is a lot of fun — the writing is really funny 
and cute without ever being cutesy. There’s tons of great supporting characters — 
Collin’s net-genius pal Maiko; the super-cool internet superheroine LaLa LaLa Loopy; 
Ranklechick, a fictional ghoul who's taken on a life of his own, and his cat/pal 
i Pumpernick; Collin’s scary but entertaining family; Colin's friend Erk; and (how can | 
forget?) Lady Baton! While the series is definitely serial, each issue can standalone. And, don’t 
be intimidated by all the computer jargon! While those of us who are more than slightly techy 
will get a huge laugh out of some of these oh-too-familiar scenes, you don’t need to understand 
computers or the internet at all to enjoy this book. And don’t miss the special “How Rikki and Tavi 
make RC! Every Month” back-up in #3, featuring my favorite line, “Hee-hee! Your suffering amuses 
met! Let's make a comic!” which cracks me up every time. And the art! It’s just too cool for school! 
Tavi draws these adorable pages, see, with a sort of manga-influenced style but without that weird 
American-manga look, but with all the 
weird little storytelling devices | 
love so much in manga, then Rikki 
does this freaky cool coloring/paint- 
ing job and turns the pages into 
candy coated fun! And everyone has 
cute clothes. (Have | said that before?)

I’m so glad to 
see so many girls trying to do comics), | 
thought I’d use some space here to give a 
little more info. | certainly do accept 
unsolicited submissions — in fact, | don’t 
really solicit contributions at all, as | just 
don’t have as much time for AGC as I’d 
like. Almost every contributor to AGC 
got in by simply sending me her stuff to 
look at! | do have definite ideas about 


what is and is not appropriate for AGC, 
and since it’s basically me going on my 
intuition, it’s not something | can really 
outline — but if you read the book regu- 
larly, you should have some idea what 
works. Some ground mules: the bookis all 
ages, so profanity and nudity are auto- 
matically out; art needs to be ina format 
compatible with AGC (I am happy to 
help out there); and you do need to be a 
girl, since that’s what AGC is all about.

If you want to send 
something in please make sure you 
include your address and any other way 
I can contact you, and also let me know 
if you want a simple yes or no, or if you 
want acritique of your work. | hesitate to 
give people detailed feedbackunless they 
ask for it, but | also hate to not explain 
why I feel the way | do (positively or 
negatively) about their work. Finally, be 
patient. | try to get to things like submis- 
sions as quickly as possible (compared to 
the rest of the mail, that is) but I’m so 
overburdened right now it could literally 
be months, Don’t take it personally if | 
don’t get back to you quickly! Andon the 
subject of reviews — please send in com- 
plete mail-order information whenever 
you submit something for review (by me
